Up- 
on the 12th the Rebels remained at Brampton, War- 
wick Bridge, and the Villages between thofe two Pla- 
ces. They gave out that their whole Army was to join 
that Night, and that they had Orders to hold themfeives 
in Readinefs to march at ten o’Clock, upon the 13th, 
They had 16 Field Pieces along with them, and feemed 
to be greatly furprized that the Town of Carlifle had not 
furrendred upon their Appearance before it the Sunday 
before. 

Two Perfons of good Charaéter came to Penrith at 
Five this Evening, and declared they faw a large Body. 
of the Rebels, which they gave out to be 7000, moving 
from Brampton to Carlyle, and heard Numbers of them 
declare they were going tobefiegeitin Form.
